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1. A unit of about 100 police moved from Biesdorf (II 53/2 95) 
to i-.uedersdorf (N 53A 04) on 1 July 1950. 

2. About 500 police moved by rail toward Schoenefeld (H 53/ 

Z 93) - Uudow (N 53/Z 93) from Oberschoeneweide (N 53/2 94) 
on 3 July 1950. 

3. About 300 police arrived in Treptow (H 53/2 94) during the 
night of 4 July 1950. Additional reinforcements were ex- 
pected. 

4. About 1,500 police moved from the Buchholz (II 53/V 06) - 
Zepernick (K 53/2 96) - Ruednitz (K 53/2 97) area toward 
Bernau (K 53/Z 96) during the evening of 5 July 1950, alleg- 
edly to participate in maneuvers. The unit arrived from 
Lggesin (N 54/Q 23) one month prior to that time. 

5. About 150 police arrived at the Schoenefeld airfield between 
3 and 9 p.m. on 5 July 1950. 
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
